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Auction Sales of the First Half Year, 1924 


First Six Months of 


MPROVEMENT in prices for Holstein-Friesian cattle is 
[indicated by a summary of the sales for the first half 


of 1924. During this six months’ period, seventy-nine 


auction sales have been reported to this publication. 
These comprise a total of 3,928 animals sold in United 


States, the average for the entire number being just over 
the $200 mark, or, to be exact, $200.60. This may be com- 
pared with the average for 1923, during which full year 
8,493 head were sold for a total of $1,462,581, or an average 
of $172.20. The hizh mark for sales of recent years, of 
course, was reached during June 1924, with the dispersal 
of the John Erickson & Sons herd in which eighty-six 
head were sold at an average of $1139. This was pre- 
ceded on May 29 and 30, when, in the Dutchland Farms 
auction, 148 head were sold for an average of just $500. 
These, by no means, comprise the good sales of the year, 
others being Arden Farms Annual Sale, when sixty-one 
head made an average of $320: the Woodlake Dispersal 
in which 124 head were sold for an average of $302; the 
A. E. Hulet Dispersal, at Norwich, Ontario, in which fifty- 
three head made an average of $299; the Loyalsock herd 
dispersal, with an average of $285 for forty-two head; the 
Gage and Kurtz Sale with a $280 average, and a long list 
of others nearly as good. History repeated itself in these 
sales in that desirable animals of good conformation and 
breeding, properly fitted and advertised brought generally 
satisfactory figures, while the scrubby sort went begging. 

Especially significant is the greater valuation placed 
upon animals with A. R. O. records, either short-time or 
long-time. In our analysis, we made no effort to dis- 
tinguish between short-time records and long-time records, 
but simply classed everything that had heen admitted to 
the Advanced Registry as A. R. O. animals. Six hundred 
eighty-four A. R. O. cows and heifers were sold in the

brought. The table accompanying, shows the number of 
animals sold with their total and average prices and 
analyzes these figures under four different heads, i. e., 


females over two years of age, females under two years of 
age, bulls and A. R. O. animals. Reference to this table 
shows that 2,274 females over two years of age made 
an average of $229.19. Taking from this total, the total 
for A. R. O. animals, which are included in the total just 
given, it leaves 1,590 females over two years of age with- 
out records selling for $289,315.50 or an average of $181.98. 
Comparison of this figure with the average for the A. R. 
O. animals shows the latter average to be nearly 92% 
above the average for the untested animals. 

A separate listing is made in this table for the sales 
held in Canada, all of which were in the Province of 
Ontario. These figures show cdénsiderably less spread 
between the prices for A. R. O. animals and those that 
are untested and the general average is about 23% less 
than in the United States. Strangely, however, the 
females under two years of age sold in Canada make a 
somewhat higher average than the females of this age 
sold in the United States, although the number sold in 
Canada totals only 131 of this age and just a few outstand- 
ing animals of this age would therefore,, make consider- 
able difference with the averages. Following is the in- 
formation concerning the sales of the first half of 1924:

HE first important show on the 
T Prairie Province circuit of 

Canada is the Calgary Exhibi- 
tion, which, this year, was held July 
7-12 at Calgary, Alberta. There were 
eighty-four Holstein entries from six 
Alberta exhibitors and one Ontario 
nerd. The heaviest winner was W. J. 
Elgie, Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario, who 
is out to exceed his splendid record 
of last year over this circuit. Mr. 
Elgie has added to the strength of 
his show herd by purchase and also 
through an additional year’s develop- 
ment, and has apparently a very well 
balanced combination. Strong com- 
petition was furnished, however, by 
the herd of the C. P. R. Demonstra- 
tion Farm at Strathmore, which is 
always a contender; Laycock & Mac- 
Kid, Okotoks; Rogers & Company, 
Ltd., Lethbridge; and others with 
smaller exhibits. Elgie won both 
grand championships on animals pur- 
chased in the United States. His bull, 
King Ormsby Piebe Mercedes, a son 
of the famous K. P. O. P., that was a 
second prize winner at the National 
Dairy Show last year and headed 
Hargrove & Arnold’s 1923 show 
string, was first in the aged bull class 
and went through later to senior and 
grand championship, with the junior 
and ‘reserve grand championship 
going to, Strathmore Fairchild Ever- 
green, a yearling bull bred and ex- 
hibited by the C. P. R. Demonstration 
Farm. 

Elgie won first second and third 
places in the class for cows four 
years and over, these all being cows 
with fine records and purchased of 
John B. Irwin or of others consigning 
to his sale. Princess Concordia, with 
an 800-lb. record as a _ four-year-old 
and sister to a 1300-lb. cow, was first 
prize in this class and later was 
made grand champion of the show.

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Dutchland Creamelle Cornucopia 1284.16 Lbs, 


HE EIGHTY-FOURTH cow reported by Supt. Gardner 
T as exceeding 1000 lbs. butterfat in a year on the 
books of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
is Dutchland Creamelle Cornucopia 446981. Her produc- 
tion of 1027.33 lbs. fat, 27,890.8 lbs milk in a year was 
made under strictly official test for the entire period and 
gives her the sixth highest record ever made by a cow in 
strictly official yearly test. That she is a real producer 
is evident not only by this record, but also by her pre- 
ceding records. At the beginning of the lactation, she 
made a 7-day record of 30.03 lbs. butter, 604.50 Ibs. milk, 
with the exceptional 30-day run of 125.88 lbs. butter, 2682 
lbs. milk. It is usually considered among breeders that 
a 30-day record which is four times as large as the 7-day 
record a creditable preformance.’ She not only substant- 
ially exceeded that figure for 30 days but also made nine 
pounds more than eight times her best 7-day record in 
60 days, made over twelve times her best 7-day record 
in 90 days and lacked but a few pounds of sixteen times 
as much in 120 days. The preceding year as a three-year- 
old, she started out with a 27-lb. 7-day record, again milk- 
ing over 600 Ibs. and finished her year with 1109.66 Ibs. 
butter, 22,797 lbs. milk, showing a somewhat higher av- 
erage test this period than during the year just closed. 
At her first freshening at the age of 2 years, 9 months, 
she made 25.98 lbs. butter in 7 days and established one 
of the leading records for the breed for her age in the 
ten months’ division with 814 Ibs. butter, 16,937.7 Ibs. 
milk, carrying a calf 175 days of this period. Thus her 
three records, at the ages of 2%, 3%, and 5 years, average 
1069.27 Ibs. butter, 22,475.2 Ibs. milk, and the three rec- 
ords show an average test of 3.8 per cent. 
The pedigree of Dutchland Creamelle Cornucopia ap- 
pears on the opposite page. She is a daughter of Dutch- 
land Creamelle Korndyke Lad, being his highest rec- 


By this record, he completes four genera- 
tions of sires each with a 1000-lb. fat daughter. Dutch- 
land Creamelle Korndyke Lad is the third member of 
such a group, which is completed by two different sons 
of this sire. The dam is considered one of the very 
best daughters of Colantha Johanna Lad, having three 
records above 30 lbs., two above 700 lbs. milk, her highest 
figures being 32.85 lbs. butter, 730.4 lbs. milk. The second 
dam is a 27.94-lb. four-year-old daughter of Pietertje Hen- 
geveld’s Count De Kol and has three daughters all above 
30 lbs. butter. This a typical Dutchland Farms pedigree 
and has produced a number of other of the greatest ex- 
ponents of the Dutchland Farms line. 

Dutchland Creamelle Cornucopia was sold in the Dutch- 
land Farms Sale last May, the purchaser being Stillwood 
Farm, Niles, Ohio. She was just ready to freshen at the 
time of the sale by Dutchland Colantha and on account 
of her great weight, she was somewhat lame behind. Ag 
a consequence, she was struck off at $1075, being one of 
the outstanding bargains of the entire sale. Her new 
owners reported the birth of a beautiful heifer calf follow- 
ing the sale. Stillwood Farm aiso purchased Dutchland 
Creamelle Lady Denver, the famous daughter of Dutch- 
land Creamelle Korndyke Lad and Dutchland Colantha 
Denver. She is a three-fourths sister to Dutchland 
Creamelle Cornucopia and is now finishing her third year- 
ly record above 1000 lbs. butter. Her dam has 36 lbs. in 7 
days and 1315 lbs. in the year, being the highest record 
daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad in both short and long- 
time tests and the cow herself is a full sister to the 
famous Jefferson County sire of show ring winners, 
Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince. This great pair of 
cows will be used as a foundation for the breeding opera- 
tions of the Stillwagon Brothers at Stillwood Farm during 
the coming years.

Facts on Holstein Milk You Should Know 


cows’ milk to the needs of very young infants and 
also in its use by older infants at weaning time” 
says Reuben L. Hill of the Utah Agricultural Experiment 
Station in an introduction to an article in a recent issue 
of the Journal of Dairy Science on the study of curd 


“G cows’ difficulty has been experienced in adapting 


variance as an index to the food value of milk for in- 
fants. It is not possible to reprint the entire report on 
the work done by the Utah Station, but various quotations 
and excerpts will be of interest. 

“Some of the more delicate infants die as a result of 
the lack of a food that they can properly digest and as- 
similate’”’ says the author. Investigations show they have 
difficulty in digesting the curd of cows’ milk, which has 
a comparatively tough, hard texture differing from the 
fine feathery appearance of mother’s milk. 

“To so modify the milk as to render the curd more 
digestible by infants is one of the big problems of infant 
feeding. Most babies will make good gains on a 
that can be properly digested irrespective of the anima! 
from which it is obtained.” 

The purpose of the test at the Utah Exveriment Sta- 
tion was to determine, if possible the adaptability of 
milk for the infant and to eliminate from special baby 
milks the milk shown to be hard-curded. Infants have 
made constant and consistent gains on the milk shown 
to be soft-curded by the test even immediately after 
weaning. 

The author states that feeding soft-curded 
given very favorable results. 

To determine the hardness of the curd Jersey and 
Holstein milk were coagulated under uniform conditions. 
A specially constructed knife was drawn through the 
curd upward and the tension recorded on a spring balance 
scale.

The author then shows by graphs the average hard- 
ness of Jersey and Holstein milk. The graphs indicate 
the uniform difference between the curd character of 
the two milks, showing the average Holstein to have 
a much softer curd in the milk than the average Jersey.

Individuals of the Holsteins in one or two cases showed 
harder curd than individual Jerseys. As a breed, how- 
ever, the Holstein averaged a decidedly softer curd 
throughout the entire experiment. 

The author states “As a general rule the Jersey 
breed appears to have a much harder curd than the Hol- 
stein. The amount of tension required to cut the curd 
in some instances is 10 times as great in the Jersey as 
with the Holstein milk.” 

Another noteworthy feature of this experiment is the 
discovery that the fat content, high of course in the 
Jerseys, apparently bears no relation to the hardness of 
the curd. Experiments were conducted on the milks of 
the two breeds—1l, as it came from the cows; 2—with 
the fat removed; 3—with the fat again added to the 
skim milk. 

The whole milk (No. 1) and the re-mixed milks (No. 
3) checked very closely showing the same curd tension. 
The Holstein skim milk and the Jersey skim milk, how- 
ever, instead of showing a softer curd with the fat re- 
moved showed proportionate increased hardness in the 
curd over that in the respective whole milks. 

The author states that hardness of curd is not caused 
by high fat, but is a characteristic of the cow. There- 
fore, reducing the fat content of Jersey milk to the fat 
content of Holstein milk would not make the curd from 
Jersey milk softer or more digestible for the infant. 

The Utah results state in a new way the advantages 
of Holstein milk and the importance of the Holstein 
breed. 

1—Holstein milk has a softer curd, therefore, more 
digestible; 2—Fat content does not influence hardness 
of curd: 3—Soft curd is very likely a transmitted char- 
acteristic pronounced in Holsteins; 4—removing the 
natural fat from milk (whether high or low) increases 
the hardness of the curd. 

Holstein milk has a moderate fat content which med- 
ical authorities and specialists particularly emphasize 
in infant and child feeding. The Utah experiment show- 
ing that hardness of curd increases when fat is re- 
moved gives Holstein milk a double advantage as a 
milk for infants, convalescents and invalids.—Extension 
Service.

True Type Minature 

HE EXTENSION Service reports the receipt of many 
T requests from breeders for a model of the True 

Type Holstein-Friesian Cow in reduced size at a pop- 
ular price. The regular models which are one-fourth life 
size cost $150 per pair and many of our breeders do not 
feel that they can afford them. The Extension Service has 
made arrangements now for the production of a re- 
duced size model of the cow, about one-sixteenth as large 
as the original. It will be an exact replica of the original, 
of the same material and with the same color markings. 
It will make a very beautiful ornament for the Holstein 
home and is large enough to show in detail every point 
of True Type indicated in the original. The price of this 
smaller sized model will be $15, but the Extension Service 
properly does not feel justified in going into it unless at 
least one hundred orders are received. 

While many breeders have indicated their desire for 
such a model in a reduced size, the Extension Service re- 
ports that a sufficient number of definite orders have not 
vet been received. Breeders who desire to own one of 
these models and who have not placed a definite order 
will do well to notify the Extension Service at 230 East 
Ohio Street, Chicago, Illinois. It is not necessary to send 
a remittance at this time simply a definate order upon 
which the Extension Service can depend in having these 
models made up. 





Holstein Prices Higher 

REEDERS will study with interest the summary and 
B analysis of the public sales of Holstein-Friesians pre- 

sented in this issue, covering the first six months of 
the present year. Most pleasing will be the fact that the 
average for all of these sales, covering about four thou- 
sand head of cattle, shows a substantial increase of about 
sixteen per cent over the average for the sales of 1923. 
Pleasing also to constructive breeders will be the rec- 
ognition accorded to animals with Advanced Registry 
records, these selling for over 90 per cent higher prices on 
the average than females of milking age without records. 
Probably the most disturbing factor in relation to the 
Holstein market for coming months is the unsatisfactory 
milk situation in certain important milk marketing ter- 
If these troubles can be ironed out and the pro- 
ducer assured fair returns for his product, we look for 
sti‘l further substantia! improvements in Holstein prices.

profitable yields and finally insect 
pests and plant disease drove them 
into livestock practice. In 1885 Wis. 
consin farmers following the leader. 
ship of wise counsel changed their 
system of farming from grain to dairy 
cows, crop rotations, silos, manure 
spreaders, mumerous cash _ crops, 
smaller farms, greater diversification, 
cheese’ factories, creameries, con- 
densories and 365-day roads. For 
thirty-nine years this program has 
been followed consistently and _ in- 
telligently, with the result that the 
acre yields of crops has doubled, pay 
days are often, 77,500 miles of good 
rural highway and_= general pros- 
perity generally prevails. 

Wisconsin has 2,217,000 dairy cattle 
and they are housed on 189,000 farms. 
Here are the machines and the plants 
that produce an annual volume of 
9,000,000,000 lbs. of milk valued in the 
millions of dollars, 2,253,000 acres of 
corn, 2,539,000 acres of oats, 465,000 
acres of barley, 20,000 acres of beets 
and 3,187,000 acres of hay feed the 
machines and are apportioned in 
strict rations each concocted by 
scientific teaching.

Surely Wis- 
consin is a land of milk and money 
and the only way to know it is to see 
it as this party from the Southwest 
saw it. If you don’t believe me then 
ask some of those who made the 
trip—here is the list:

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THE PHILADELPHIA MILK SITUA 
TION AS IT AFFECTS 


HOLSTEINS 
There probably was a time in the 
Philadelphia milk market history 


when the yellow cow, producing rich, 
yellow milk, was the trade mark used 
by all dealers who amounted to any- 
thing in that market, and this, to a 
certain extent, is still the case on the 
part of at least a few of the large 
milk distributors. The consumer has 
been educated to look for a deep 
cream line with the result that com- 
petitive distribution has been built 
up on the basis, to a large extent, of 
rich milk. Safety and sanitary quality 


of the supply: has entered in as a 
factor, but has had to take second 


place in many many instances due to 
the fact that the Philadelphia Depart- 
ment of Health is not supplied with 
funds which enables it to go into the 
country for inspections of farms or 
to devise a system of milk grades 
based on safety and to enforce these 
grades. The result is that in Phila- 
delphia today the dealers are com- 
peting on the basis of grades set up 
by themselves, based on _ butterfat 


content with sanitary quality as a 
secondary factor, promulgated and 
enforced by the dealer himself. The 


requirements for these various dealer 
grades varies from time to time in 
order to meet competitive conditions. 
Philadelphia dealers, today, carry 
such grades as B, A and AA and, no 
doubt, soon they will add a few more 
A’s in order to meet competition. 
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The Department of Health provides 
only for Pasteurized, Inspected Raw 
and Certified. 

The cart is certainly before the 
horse. It is generally conceded that 
the basis for any system of milk 
grades should be the safety anq 
sanitary quality of the milk supplies 
and that is true in most of our large 
markets such as it is true in the 
entire New York area, including the 
metropolitan area in New Jersey 
where Grade A milk may and usually 
is milk containing three to four per 
cent fat, usually about 3.5 and 3.6. 
and this milk sells at prices ranging 
from 14 to 25 cents as compared to 
12 cents in Philadelphia. 

The net result so far as the Hol- 
stein cow is concerned is that the 
larger Philadelphia dealers have 
reached out for high testing supplies 
and have, at the same time, been 
“educating” farmers with black and 
white cows to the importance of put- 
ting on some yellow cows or at least 
and by all means to cross their Hol- 
stein cows with a yellow sire, thus 
getting Holstein quantity and yellow 
cow quality. They have put men in 
the field to visit their farmer patrons 
and spread this kind of propaganda 
which many of them do not realize is 


false economics and bad propaganda 
in the face of facts. Probably one o: 
the most important of the economic 


fallacies of this policy so far as the 
farmer is concerned is that the dealer 
buys all Grade B milk on the basis

of a 4 cents a point fat differential 
and that, therefore, it is not profit- 
able to produce high testing milk. To 
further the plan dealers are reported 
to have subsidized the project at 
least to the extent of furnishing some 
of these yellow bulls for cross-breed- 
ing purposes. 

This is not a breed controversy but 
rather a dealer fight for business on 
the basis of cheap fat and fat comes 
cheapest in milk containing high fat 
percentages. It has reached the 
point where some dealers have re- 
fused to pay liquid milk prices for 
milk testing 3.4 and under, and where 
it is difficult if not almost impossible 
to place milk testing under 3.5 per 
cent. In some sections where dairy- 
men have used purebred Holstein 
sires and developed their herds 
through cow test associations to a 
point where they are efficient, they 
now find that they cannot sell their 
milk because it does not produce a 
milk which tests 3.5 or above. How 
much fat does the milk contain when 
sold on Philadelphia streets? It has 
been maintained that such tests as 
have been made showed it to contain 
3.8 to 4.0 fat; that is, Grade B. milk. 
Just recently, however, a Holstein 
breeder took a glass of milk, good 
milk, served to him in a restaurant, 
to an impartial laboratory and found 
it tested 3.4. In other words milk 
testing under 3.5 is sold in Philadel- 
phia but some dealers are refusing to 
buy it. There may be several reasons 
for this. 

What is the remedy for this situa- 
tion which is well nigh unbearable 
to many Holstein breeders in the 
Philadelphia area? In New Jersey 
3% milk is legal milk but in Penn- 
sylvania 3.25% fat is required and 
breeders are willing to comply with 
the law but the competitive buying of 
fat by dealers is causing them to dis- 
criminate against Holstein milk 
which is legal milk and acknowledged 
by the medical profession and the 
public in other markets to be a whole: 
some milk, filled with life and health, 
and because it can be produced most 
cheaply, can be sold to the con- 
sumer at the least possible price. 

Shall the fat differential be in- 
creased so that it will be profitable 
for farmers to produce richer milk? 

hat is a question now receiving con- 
sideration in the Philadelphia market 
by the producers’ marketing associa- 
tion. Must the producer of Holstein

standardize? That is a question to 
be considered. 

But the solution for the Holstein 
breeder lies in neither of these sug- 
gestions except as a temporary ex- 
pedient. The solution apparently 
lies, if any place, in showing the pub- 
lic and the dealer that Holstein milk 
is a good, wholesome milk for chil- 
dren and infants, and this is the job 
for the Extension Division of the Hol- 
stein Association. The breeders had 
been promised action but since the 
annual meeting any hope which the 
breeders had has been lost. Evident- 
ly the importance of the situation 
was not. sufficiently stressed or Phila- 
delphia is too unimportant from the 
standpoint of the National Associa- 
tion to command any attention. Hol- 
steins are not in demand in this area 
and the question is being asked, 
“Why breed Holsteins in the Phila- 
delphia area?”

Cow Testing Association News 
April Cow Testing Association Work 


Thirteen active associations in Vir- 
ginia report a total of 5,897 cows on 
test during the month of April. Of 
this total, 777 produced over 40 lbs. 
fat, 226 over 50 lbs. fat, 53 over 60 
Ibs., 17 over 70 Ibs., 5 over 80 Ibs., and 
three over 90 lbs. fat. Midway Model 
Artis Pietje, a purebred Holstein owned 
by Oliver Moyer of the Oak-Mulgee 
Stock Farm, Mattoax, Va., led the 
state for individual production. The 
figures of her production are not giv- 
en in this report. The high herd was 
owned by H. L. Butler & Sons. Cul- 
peper, whose ten purebred Holsteins 
averaged 50.3 lbs. fat, 1,277 lbs. milk. 
The first ten high cows were all Hol- 
steins, five being purebred and five 
grades. The first two and five of the 
first ten high herds were Ho!steins. 
The average production of all cows, 
including dry cows, was 639 lbs. milk, 
25.2 lbs. fat. This is the highest av- 
erage of any month this year. The 
Henrico County Association main- 
tained the highest average, with 845 
Ibs. milk, 28.2 lbs. fat for 580 cows. 
Seventy-seven cows were sold during 
the month as unprofitable and eight 
purebred cows and seven purebred 
bulls were purchased. Chas. A. Buck, 
tester for the Southside Association, 
won the Efficiency Contest for the 
month with a total of 125 points. He 
was pressed closely for this honor 
by J. B. Fink, tester for the Orange 
Association with 121 points. 

There were 53,026 cows tested in 
Wisconsin during the month of April, 
7,960 of this number producing 40 
Ibs. fat or better during the month. 
The Belleville Association tested the

connection with 2.034 Ibs. milk. A 
registered Holstein owned by L. W. 
Markham, of Lamar, was high cow 
for milk production with 2,640 lbs. and 
84.5 lbs. fat.

Weigandt & Stewart, of La Satle. had 
the highest herd average for the 
state, their Holstein herd averaging 
46.4 lbs. fat, 1,224 lbs. milk.

The Jackson associ- 
ation maintained the highest average 
with 27.9 lbs. fat, 748 lbs. milk for 945 
cows. The Livingston-Linn associa- 
tion came next with 27.5 lbs. fat, 581 
Ibs. milk for 250 cows. This month 
the honor of leading the state for in- 
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dividual fat production went to a Jer- 
sey in the Jackson association with 
g8.0 Ibs. fat, 1,630 Ibs. milk. A Mis- 
souri State Sanatorium Holstein came 
next with 78.3 Ibs. fat, 2,117 lbs. milk. 
six associations were led by Hol- 
steins and five by Jerseys. In the 
list of high herd averages, however, 
Holsteins come into their own.

This 
month, a purebred Brown Swiss in the 
herd at Hawthorn Farm led the state 
with 96.1 Ibs. fat, with a Rock River 
cow In second place with 94 Ibs. fat. 
Twelve of the sixteen associations 
were led by Holsteins, two by Brown 
Swiss and two by Jerseys. The pure- 
bred Holstein herd of C. E. Warferd 
& Son was high in the state. their 
twelve head averaging 50.1 lbs. fat. 
1,432 lbs. milk. This production just 
nosed out the average of the purebred 
Holstein herd of ten head owned by 
J. R. Burr with 50 Ibs. fat. Three 
purebred Holstein herds held the first 
three places and grade and purebred 
Holstein herds led eleven  associa- 
tions, xuernseys two, and Brown 
Swiss, Jersey, and a mixed herd one 
each.
